Mr Spreckels is straining 
every nerve to increase the out-put of sugar 
in California, and ‘there is nut a question 
but that next season will see.a famous crop 
raised. and no leas than two beet sugar re- 
fineries constructed, onv in San Diego 
county andthe other in Shasta or Thama.
